UNDER FIRE 

The news anchors career is in limbo as NBC looks into the 
lie that has tarnished his reputation by k.c. baker 


L ess than ayear ago Brian Wil- 
liams was the 23rd-most- 
trusted person in America, 
according to an esteemed 
advertising-industry poll. 
Today that number has plummeted to 
835, thanks to a tall tale Williams told 
late last month about being nearly shot 
down while on assignment during the 


Iraq invasion. In fact Williams, 55, has 
told the story many times, changing it 
dramatically with each repetition. 
While reporting from Iraq for NBC 
News in 2003, Williams said to viewers 
that “the Chinook ahead of 
us was almost blown out of 
the sky.” On March 26, 

2013, he revised the story 


on Late Show with David Letterman: 
''Two of the four helicopters were hit by 
ground fire, including the one I was in,” 
he said. On Jan. 30 Williams repeated 
the more perilous version of the story 
on NBC Nightly News, saying, "The 
helicopter we were traveling in was 
forced down after being hit by an RPG.” 
As it turned out, none of the versions 
was true— not even the original story. 

After the Jan. 30 news broadcast 
aired, veterans who'd fiown with Wil- 
liams in that original convoy in 2003 
came forth to dispute his version of 
events. Joe Summerlin, the pilot of the 
helicopter that actually was shot down 
by the RPG, told The New York Times 
that Williams's helicopter was part of a 
different mission and at least 30 min- 
utes behind his. Christopher Simeone, 
the pilot of the helicopter Williams was 
in, told the Times, "When he was on the 
air on the Letterman show, I was going 
crazy. I was thinking, 'This guy is such a 
liar, and everyone believes it.' ” Williams 
issued an apology on Feb. 4, admitting 
he had been on a helicopter behind the 
one that was attacked and had mistak- 
enly "confiated” the two, blaming his 
mistake on "the fog of memory over 
12 years.” That apology didn't sit well 
with many veterans. "Embellishing his 
story is disrespectful as hell to the guys 
who actually served in combat zones,” 
says a former Marine sergeant. 

Meanwhile, news outlets began 
questioning Williams's reporting on 
Hurricane Katrina, specifi- 
cally his insistence that he 
saw a body "float by face- 
down” in the French Quar-

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ter in front of his hotel— and that 
he ''became very sick with dysen- 
tery” after "I accidentally ingested 
some of the floodwater.” Experts noted 
that most of the French Quarter was on 
relatively high ground (and if he did see 
a body why didn't he call police?) and 
that there wasn't a single report of dys- 
entery in New Orleans at that time. A 
few media organizations also called 
into question Williams's conflicting 
stories about coming under Hezbollah

A t first the mysterious pranks 
were just a nuisance, back- 
ground noise in the busy 
lives of a young couple with 
a growing family. While 
Jerry Rice, his 9-months-pregnant wife, 
Janice Ruhter, and their toddler Brody set 
up house on a pretty cul-de-sac in San 
Diego's upscale Carmel Valley in late 2011, 
someone stopped their mail, sent religious 
missionaries to their door and listed the 
house the family had just bought as for sale 
on a real estate website— with the broker 
named “Jacques Arse from Arse Hole 
Realty,” Rice, 40, remembers. “Someone 
was obviously sending us a message.” 

Before long that message became 
increasingly threatening. After receiving 
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“This was totally 
' out of her 
character,” says 
Rowe’s defense 
attorney Brad 
Patton (with her in 
court). “She is 
struggling now.” 


several notices of declined credit for 
accounts the couple never tried to 
open, Rice searched his wife's name on 
the Internet and was horrified by what 
he found: Janice's photo and their 
home address attached to an event 
called ''Janice Ruhter's Freak Show," 
soliciting strangers to drop by and per- 
form sexual acts on his wife while he 
was away at work. 

Another shock was the person 
behind the crimes: former San Diego 
County Health and Human Services 
Agency analyst Kathy Rowe, 53, the 
married mother of a now 16-year-old 
disabled daughter, who lives just a half 
mile away. "Apparently, in her public 
life, she is pretty normal," San Diego 
Deputy District Attorney Brendan 
McHugh says. "But people have 
public lives and secret lives. Her 
secret one is deeply disturbed." 

• •• 

The twisted plot to terrorize the 

couple began with one of the few 
things they had in common with 
Rowe: a pressing need for a new 
home. Rice, a middle school 
special-ed teacher, and Ruhter, 
a lab scientist at Rady's Chil- 
dren's Hospital, were living in an 
800-sq.-ft. condo and expecting 
a baby sister for Brody. When 
they found the Spanish-style 
house with a big yard and a 
school right up the street, 

Ruhter, now 37, was relieved. 

When they won the bid, "I was 
surprised and excited," Ruhter 
says. Baby Avery was born two 
weeks after they moved in. 

Rowe, meanwhile, who had 
her heart set on the home, was 
devastated. "[The house] had 
everything," Rowe says.

recounting how she had searched two 
years and "easily 100 open houses" for 
just the right accessible, single-story 
place to meet her family's needs. Her 
husband, John, is battling stage 4 stom- 
ach cancer, and her daughter Rachel suf- 
fers from the rare genetic disorder 
Williams syndrome, which affects the 
heart and blood vessels, requiring round- 
the-clock care. Worn down from carry- 
ing Rachel up and down the stairs of their 
two-story home, Rowe says the house 
"was like our lease on a new, less stressful 
life." And when it sold to the Rices? "I was 
heartbroken," she says. 

So while she tended to Rachel's med- 
ical and developmental issues (which, 
according to John's statement to the 
court, often left his wife with bruises 
and bite marks), Rowe hatched 
acts of revenge on the family 
whose home she coveted. 
"Once a month," she says, "I 
would be up all night, and I 
would think, 'Wouldn't it be 
funny to do this?' " 

Among her plots: advertising 
a "Rockin' New Year's Eve" 
party at the Rice home, billing 
the Rices for more than $1,000 
in magazine gift subscriptions 
and sending valentines to the 
neighborhood wives from Rice. 
"All the women in the cul-de-sac 
got valentines," says neighbor 
Crista Hubbard, who lives a few 
doors down. "I thought it was an 
odd thing for an adult to do." 

Things took a darker turn 
starting in April 2012, when Rowe 
placed ads for sex parties at the 
Rices' home online. Giving the 
family's address, the ads solicited 
men to have sex with Ruhter when 
her husband wasn't home. Three 
men answered the ads, and one.

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urged on by Rowe's 
e-mails— including 
one in which she 
wrote, “Show up at the door and force 
your way in and on me, totally taking me 
while I say no”— showed up twice at 
Ruhter's door. The couple called the 
police, and federal agents followed the 
e-mail trail to Rowe. “There is no ques- 
tion she was out to physically assault 
someone in my family,” says Rice. Adds 
Ruhter: “When my photo was up, I 
started freaking out. How far was this 
person going to take it? What else were 
they going to do? I didn't feel safe.” 

After criminal charges were filed against 

Rowe on Oct. 17, 2012, she went into 
therapy, where she was diagnosed with 
adjustment disorder, PTSD and severe 
sleep deprivation. “People see her as a 
monster,” says her psychologist Dr. Sage 


Breslin. “She is someone who lost access 
to her judgment.” 

But deputy D.A. McHugh says Rowe 
is a “dangerous person” who targeted 
the Rices without provocation: “She 
never accepted that what she did nearly 
got this woman raped. It is one of the 
most disturbing cases 1 have handled. 
She terrorized this young couple.” 

In November 2014 Rowe, who was 
fired from her job when the case made 
news, pleaded guilty to a felony stalking 
charge, and she was sentenced on 
Jan. 9 to home detention and probation. 
Felony charges of soliciting rape and 
sodomy— plus misdemeanor counts of 
identity theft and harassment— were 
dismissed in exchange for her guilty 
plea. Rowe also paid the Rices an undis- 
closed settlement. She has been ordered 
to stay away from the victims and their 
home for 10 years. Says Rowe's defense 
attorney Brad Patton: “It is a fair and 


reasonable sentence.” 

Meanwhile, the Rices are trying to put 
their lives back together. “We would love 
to forgive her, but 1 don't think she has 
really apologized for the full scope of what 
she did against us,” says Rice. Their night- 
mare took a toll on their marriage, as Rice 
found himself watching YouTube videos 
on howto install security lights and cam- 
eras. “My wife was cryingbecause 1 wasn't 
helping her with the kids,” says Rice. “My 
focus was just on security” He and Ruhter 
remain in counseling, and each now 
spends two nights practicing self- 
defense martial arts. “It's less time 
together as a family,” he says ruefully, but 
the ongoing price for what they've been 
through. “Kathy is dangerous. We pray 
and hope she doesn't make bad deci- 
sions anymore.”

Outbreak

How bad is the 
current outbreak? 

Measles was declared eradicated 
in the U.S. in 2000, but in 
recent years falling vaccination 
rates have helped spur its return. 
“Measles is spreading, and if 
more people don’t get vacci- 
nated, it won’t slow down,” says 
Anne Rimoin, an associate 
professor at UCLA School of 
Public Health. 

I am an adult who had my 
childhood vaccinations. 
Do I need to get a shot? 

The measles vaccine is one 
of the most effective, and if 
you had your childhood 
vaccinations, there is no need 
to get another shot, experts 
say. “You will never have 100 


percent protection, but you will 
have 95 percent throughout 
your life,” says Dr. Peter Hotez of 
the Baylor College of Medicine 
in Houston. If you aren’t sure of 
your vaccination status, “go get 
the shot again,” Rimoin says. 
“Then you will know for sure you 
and others are safe.” 

Should I give my baby 
the vaccine before his 
or her first birthday? 

Pediatricians recommend 
babies get their first measles 
vaccine between 12 and 15 
months old. The reason for 
waiting: Because newborns 
benefit from the measles 
antibodies passed on by their 
(vaccinated) mothers in 
utero, the vaccine may not 
be effective until Mom’s 


protection wears off. Still, 
infants exposed to measles are 
especially at risk; earlier this 
month, six unvaccinated infants 
at an Illinois child-care center 
were diagnosed with the illness. 
If there is an outbreak in your 
community, says Dr. Michael 
Neely of Children’s Hospital Los 
Angeles, “there needs to be a 
conversation with the physician” 
about what parents should do. 

What about toddlers? 
Should they get their 
second vaccine early? 

Not typically. Children usually 
get their second vaccine when 



they are 4 to 6, when many kids 
start school. While occasionally 
a particular child’s case may call 
for an earlier second vaccination, 
most kids get 95 percent 
immunity after the first vaccine 
and so are well protected. Dr. 
Hotez says. The second shot 
can bring that up to 98 percent 
protection. 

What else can I do to 
protect my kids? 

In the absence of a local 
outbreak, there is no need 
to exclude your child from 
daycare, experts say. But parents 
should inquire about the 
vaccination rates at their schools 
and child-care centers. 
“Vaccination rates at your school 
can impact your child’s and your 
family’s health,” Rimoin says. 

She also advises parents to keep 
young babies away from 
stadiums, theme parks and other 
highly crowded areas until they 
are vaccinated.
